But while fome Men find it their Intereft.to propa- 
gate a Complaining Temper through the Nation, they 
~muft neceffarily employ their Invention to fupply Mat- 
ter of Complaint, whether feeming or real is not’ éflen- 
tial, that the Commoti People may not find out the truc 
Defign, and the’ Fire go out for want of fomething to 
feed its This. is too evident in the Number of Petitions 
now Tee feveral Parts of the Country, to 
fecond thofe prefented. here by the Turkey Company 
and others. But this is an old and exploded Practice, 
How eminently the Town$ have been ufed to complain 
of the Decay of Trade, when not a Loom in their whole 
Diftrit has ftood ftill; what melancholly Reprefentati- 
ons have frequently come up from Exeter, Colche/fer, 
Cloucefterfbire, Taunton, Norwich, 8&c. when their feve- 
ral Mamufa@tures have rifen fix, or eight, or tem per 
Cent. at Market; thefe chings every one, who has been 
converfant either in Parliament or in Trade, have been 
Witnefles to. |

If it thould be Enquired by any, who feck to Object 
in this Cafep wherein the Diffefence of rice Valué in 
the Cloths of the two Nations confifts, altho’ thas 
Queftion'is Foreigaeto this Debate, the Metter of Fatt, 
which is fufficiently proved by the Letters above, being 
enough ; yet itis evident to thofe,who converfe wit! 
Trade, that the Defect lies in the mfoft Fffential parts of 
a Manufacture (viz.) the Materials and the Workmanthip. 

It is evident that the French avant the Miterials, (viz.) 
the Wosluaeties Yein thote parts of France , where 
their Clorhs for « amy ‘rade ate made 3 and whic- 
ther the Engliter tif Woolfwhich they gee by 
flealth, cannot be carried withouf Wery greac Expence, 
and that the Wooll they make “ufe of in{tead thereof, 
and to mix with the Spanith Wooll, is of an inferiour 
(uality to the Englith Wooll, they themfelves will not 
deny. But if this were not fo, and they were to fhake 


*Clerh wholly of Spanith Wooll, or of Englifh and} 


Spaiifh Wooll mixt, yet the general way of Workman- 
fhip of the French Nation, is known to be flighter and 


loofer in all their Manufactures , than ‘the Manufactures 
of the like kindumade here, and that our* Workmeun 


*perform® almoft all kinds of Work-firmer and more 


fubflantial, not only than the French, buc alfo than 
any vother People. So thir our Cloths and even aH 
our Wooden Manufactures, will Sell tor a better Priée, 
than Mauufacteres of the fame Denomination fiom 
other Countries. 

As this isa Truth generally granted by all’ Mer- 


_ chants, fo it ts cqnfiratd by the Teftimony of thofe I et- 


ters now publifhed fromm Conflantinople, beydnd aiiy 
poflibility of denying it; and the Café of the-Furkcy 
‘Trade is briefly thus: _Y. 

The French Cloths heing inferiour toahe Englath ia 
Quality, are fongrharReafon, and no other, folduin 
Turkey ata lower Price. , -. . 

Ifthe Preach Merchants fa Furkey hold their Cloths 
up to equal Priceavith the Englith, no Buycr swilltake 
them, except when a fafficient Quantity of »Bhglith 
Cloth canndt be had to fupply the Marker. ~ 

Thete things being dulyeweigh'd, will rake of much 
of the Weight from all the Petutions,which are fent up 
to the Foufe of Commons about the Turkey Trade, 
and*e(pecially from the Petitions prefented by the Le- 
vant Company, theaffélves, or procured by them in 
J own from bthers. “ 
© From hénee may be obferv’d, that fome People think 
the Number of Petitions may be of ufe to them, awhe- 
ther the Subffance or Matter of thofe» Petitions may 
appear or not; and therefore the fame Perfons having 
Incereft if divers Companies by ‘their Stécks, have been 


found bufily ‘promoting Complaints and Petitions of 
the fume kind, from the faid feyeral Bedies or Compa- 


nies, bate diffeting or remote from one.another in 
their Incereft the Affairs of the fait Company have 
teen; whicivferves to thew more and more; the Necef- 
fity of a Claufe lately Enacted, tho’ uponsanother Occa- 
fion, to prevent the fame Perfons being Ditedors of 
the Bank and of the Eaft-India Company together ; 
which AG, it were to be With'd, thad Been extended to 
fome other Cafes equally neceffary for thetGood of the 
Britith Commerce. 
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
